3. Claims 1 and 18-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Andoh et al. 

See paragraph four of the previous office action for the 
details of this reference. As to the amendments to add that the 
output is representative of a digital binary state of the 
single-ended data signal , it is noted that because the Fig. 1 
circuit of Andoh et al is clearly capable of performing the 
recited function, the amendment does not define patentably over 
the reference. Moreover, all of the recited functional 
limitations of the claims will be inherent in the operation of 
Andoh et al's Fig. 1 circuitry when a data input is applied to 
the gate terminal of FET 11. 

4. Claims 2-6 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 
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5. Claims 1 and 18-22 are provisionally rejected under the 
judicially created doctrine of double patenting over the claims 
of copending Application No. 10/616,012. This is a provisional 
double patenting rejection since the conflicting claims have not 
yet been patented. 

The subject matter claimed in the instant application is 
fully disclosed in the referenced copending application and 
would be covered by any patent granted on that copending 
application since the referenced copending application and the 
instant application are claiming common subject matter. 

6. In view of the above-noted new grounds of rejection not 
necessitated by applicant's amendments, this action is non- 
final . 

7. Note also Fig. 4 of Alexander et al, which was pointed out 
in the previous office action, and appears to anticipate at 
least independent claims 1 and 18.
